President Truman appeared at his best in his 
eighth and concluding State of the Union mes- 
sage to Congress. He dealt with important issues 
of peace and war and the welfare of the hation 
and he did it with the grace and dignity that 


become the high office which he has occupied 


through almost two full terms. 

At the outset of his report to Congress and 
the people Mr. Truman showed a complete and 
sympathetic understanding that_our democracy 
is at work in the political change-over which is 
now taking place. There was no rancor now 
though there was enough and to spare of bit- 
terness and political invective in the campaign. 

Two months later all that is behind. The peo- 
ple have spoken and a new Administration is 
coming in. The new Congress is already in office, 
It is, as Mr. Truman said, “the normal transi- 


tion.” One President retires to private life. An- - 


other, newly chosen at the polls, steps forward. 
And the great office which each fills continues 
to function “without a moment's break.” 

The man from Independence gave some inti- 
mation of the weight of the office when he said 


that the President now not only must carry on. 


the normal tasks so that “our democracy may 
grow and flourish and our people prosper,” but 
that he must lead the free world in overcoming 
the threat of totalitarian rule. 


The generous, human side of Mr. Truman came 
to the fore when, in full appreciation of the re- 
sponsibility which his successor will assume, he 
wished for President-elect Eisenhower “all pos- 
sible success in undertaking the tasks that so 
soon will be his.“ Mr. Truman spoke, we believe, 
for the country as a whole when he presumed 
to associate “all Americans” with him in that 
expression of good will. :

But as the outgoing President so well said, this 
is not a challenge to one human being alone. It 
is a challenge that runs to an entire Administra- 
tion, to the new Republican Congress which is al- 
ready in session, to the country as a whole, 

The President's vision in this message is 
something to mark. Speaking from White House 
knowledge, he tells how atomic advance is hur- 
rying us from one discovery to another “toward 
yet unforeseeable peaks of destructive power.” 
What would this be in terms of war? Mr. Tru- 
man describes it thus: 


The war of the future would be one in 
which man could extinguish millions of lives 
at one blow, demolish the great cities of the 
world, wipe out our cultural achievements of 
the t- destroy the very structure of a 
civilization that has been slowly and pain- 
fully built up through hundreds of genera- 

ons. 


Mr. Truman is a thousand times right when 
he says that such a war is not a possible policy 
for rational men. This makes it sound if unusual 
for him to warn Russia's Stalin that too much 
has happened in the world of science to permit 
a war between the Communist world and the 
free nations, which, so Lenin said, would be a 
stage in the development of Communist society. 


Mr. Truman's view was not set so high that 
he did not see hazards here at home. He dealt 
with a very real danger when he reviewed the 
internal threats to our liberty.

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How Would a Burglar Get a Story? 

That was a beautifully O. Henryish surprise 
ending to the story of the convict in the Ohio 
penitentiary who sold a novel to a publisher. 
When it was announced last September that 
Robert E. Preyor Jr., 24, a convicted burglar, 
had written a novel, “Position Unknown,” in 
prison, and that it would be published by Little, 
Brown, we commented on the singular fact that 
William Sydney Porter had served a, brief time 
in the same penitentiary. It must, we thought, 
be the literary atmosphere of the place that 
was working on young Mr. Preyor. 

Now, with the book already on the presses, 
the publisher has learned that it is moré a 
product of Mr. Preyor's old trade of burglary 
than of his professed new trade of literature. A 
woman bookseller in Greenwich Village recog- 
nized it, word for word, as “Island in the Sky,” 
by Ernest K. Gann, published eight years ago 
by Viking Press. Little, Brown, which paid 
Preyor $600 advance royalties, has stopped the 
printing. 

Literary burglary is old, about as old as 
either literature or burglary. In his book Pla- 
giarism and Originality” Alexander Lindey told 
how an exact copy of Bret Harte’s “The Luck 
of Roaring Camp” was submitted to Robert H. 
Davis as an original when Davis was editor of 
Munsey’s, and how a poem submitted to Charles 
Hanson Towne when he was editor of The 
Delineator turned out to be one by Charles 
Hanson Towne. 

Our favorite, though, we think, is the newest 
one, with the O. Henry coincidence and the 
O. Henry trick end. It's just too bad Mr. 
Preyor didn’t follow O. Henry all the way and 
call it “A Municipal Report”—making it, natur- 
ally, a copy of O. Henry’s “A Municipal Report.”

for these things. 

Hence the Legislature faces a heavy load, and 
has only five months in which to deal with it. 
For the November election preduced a constitu- 
tional amendment. limiting the length of ses- 
sions. This is supposed to end the delays, ineffi- 
ciency and high cost of previous sessions. Will 
it work out that way? 

The 1953 Legislature offers a test. Gov. Smith, 
who is inclined to quotation, mentions Browning's 
words, “If we've promised them aught, let us 
keep our promise.” He was referring to himself, 
but Missouri would as soon apply the idea to the 
new Legislature. 
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Where Were the Street Crews?

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To Solve the City's Money Problem 

St. Louisans owe a vote of thanks to the Citl- 
zens Finance Committee, appointed by Mayor 
Darst, which has now reported its major find- 
ings and recommendations on the pressing prob- 
lem of the city’s finances. This is the kind of 
work that ho one does with any relish and yet 
it is most important. ä 

The report contains many suggestions, includ- 
ing a number of ideas for economies that de- 
serve to be studied and applied wherever prac- 
ticable. We will discuss some of these and other 
ideas in the report later. For the present the 
recommendation with respect to the earnings 
tax is of chief interest. 

Thanks to Mayor Darst's conversion to the 
idea of an earnings tax and the Legislature’s be- 
lated action at its last session, St. Louis now has 
a levy on all salaries earned in the city. This tax 
is due to expire, however, April 1, 1954. That 
would leave the city without an estimated 
37,000,000 to $7,500,000 a year unless a continua- 
tion should be voted by the legislative ‘session 
now convened at Jefferson City. 


Actually what the Citizens Committee pro- 


poses is that the earnings tax be made à perma- 
nent source of city revenue; Since this is the 
most important proposal in the report, it is to 
be regretted that the committee did not call for 
a graduated tax rather than a flat rate of % of 
1 per cent. 

A case can be made for the flat rate and the 
arguments for it, ease of application and so on, 
are presented in the commiitee’s report, But, in 
our opinion, a much stronger case can be made 
for a reasonable graduation. For it stands to 
reason that the low income groups must pay 
over a larger share of their income in meeting 
a flat tax than do the groups with larger in- 
comes. , ' 

We strongly urge the committee to reconsider 
the arguments in favor of graduation, If the 
proponents are afraid of opposition in the Leg- 
islature, the answer should be that St. Louis’ 


even State Senators (out of 34) and 18 State 


Representatives (out of 154) should be able to 
explain adequately the needs of St. Louis to 
their colleagues. | je Be 
The overriding urgency, however, is that St. 
Louis shall get itself straightened out financially. 
Since St. Louis ranks sixth in per capita oper- 
ating cost among the nine largest cities with 


combined city-county governments, the city’s rec- 


ord on expenditures is to its credit. Boston's 
per capita operating cost is $78 and Washington's 
is $76 as against only $42 in St. Louis. Denver 
and Philadelphia are only slightly lower with 
$40 and $39 each and the bottom city, New Or- 
leans is less than $10 lower. ‘ 

Ethan A. H. Shepley, chairman, and Mrs. J.

Charges of “one-party press” far less disturbing than accusation 
that news columns were unfair to one candidate, editorial says; 
would be serious for democracy if public lost confidence in integrity 
of news; inquiry might help clear up the question of distortion,

camp there were many charges of po- 
litical bias leveled against the Amierican 


press. | 
The accusations teok two general forms: 
1. A “one-party” press exists in the Unit- 
ed States because an overwhelming major- 
ity of American ne editorially fa- 
vored one candidate (Gen. Eisenhower). 
2. The actual news coverage of the two 
candidates was unfair in that Gen. Eisen- 
hower received more favorable and fuller 
treatment than did Gov. Stevenson, 


So far as the first of these charges is 
concerned, we think it is erroneous to talk 
about a “one-party” press as long as news- 
papers are com- 
pletely free to take 
—and do take 
whichever side they 
choose in a political 

campaign. : 

A “one-party” press 
exists, as in Russia, 
when it is permitted 
to express only one 
party’s opinion, not 
when most of the 
opinion expressed 
happens to represent 
the views of one 
party. The prevail? K 
ing newspaper opin- Adlai E. Stevenson 
ion may or may not be in accordance with 
the prevailing views of the electorate. 

The point, however, is not that a or- 
ity of newspapers think thus and so, but 
that there is always a minority which 
thinks differently.
